The 
7-strong gang practice the Anti- 
Fascist Action which they preach, 
through their energetic and infec- 
tious songs and heavy regime of 


gigging. The following interview was 


conducted on their recent UK tour. 


How did you develop your unique blend of ska/ 
rap/punk? 


e I don’t know about the ska. Loads of people have 
said there’s ska in our music. but I can't see it 
myself. We're all into 
different forms of 
music and I like ska. 
like a lot of the band. 
We formed about 4 
years ago and people 
described us as an Oi 
band. 


Do you all come from 
London? 


• We're all based in 

London. You can hear different influences in our 
music becausceveryone’s intodifferentstyles.rang- 
ing from rap/hip-hop to soul, punk -the lot. It just all 
fuses together. We hope to have a unique sound, we 
don't want to sound like anyone else. 


Recently you've had a lot of exposure in the na- 
tional music press who have stated that your 
political beliefs are more important than your 


| music. Do you agree with this? 


* Yes, the whole point of the band is the politics. 
That's why we exist really: we are a political band 
* we are Anti-Fascist and that's just what we arc 
about. which is far more important than the music. 
But I hope the music which we are doing is becom- 
ing more commercially viable. I don't know if that's 
the right phrase. It gives us the chance to get our 
politics across to a wider cross-section of people. 


So there’s no chance of the band watering down 
their political image in favour of selling more 
records? 


* Nochance whatsoever. There would be no reason 
for The Blaggers to exist then. I

With therise of fascism in Europe, have you ex- 
perienced any trouble at gigs with Nazis? 


• On this tour we played Blackpool and we heard 
arumour that Skrewdriver and Blood and Honour 
were going to turn up to turn us over, as it's Ian 
Stuart's hometown. We had visible Anti-Fascist 
sccurity as we do at a lot of gigs. People spotted a 
few fascists. but they didn't have a go. Also. 
another gig in Leicester was threatened. Concern- 
ing the secret Skrewdriver gig in London last year. 
they attempted to organise meeting points for it 
and we took them over. Basicallv a lot of fascists 
got battered and others had to be carried behind 
police lines. Less than half turned up for the gig. so 
it was a big victory for us. The difference between 
us and Skrewdriver is that we can advertise our 
gigs and play them relatively safelv and Skrew- 
driver can't do that 

e Tan Stuart says "The Blaggers cannot play in Eng- 
land. or they Il get run off the streets." I find that 
quite hard to believe as we're on a nationally ad- 
vertised 25-date tourat the moment. Its a problem 
when we play in 
Germany. but we 
link up with AFA 
groups overthere for 
additional security. 
e There's a strong 
fascist movement in 
Germany. but 
there's also a strong 
Anti-Fascist move- 
ment -but not strong 
enough. The only 
Way it's going to be 
strong enough is when fascists start to get shot. 


The new LP contains a fair chunk of back cata- 
logue. Is this in order to reach a wider audi- 
ence? 


* It’s never been available on CD before and with 
the larger format, we can get more music in, so it 
gives people the chance to get Blaggamuffin, the 
previously released 12". It gives people the flavour 
of what we've done ovér ће last 4 years, but we are 
moving on constantly. getting new ideas and de- 
veloping them. The alleged bootleg gives people 
an idea of what we're like at the moment, and we 
should have some 12"s coming out in the near 
futurc. 


Has there been any repercussions of bringing 
out thebootleg 7" without EMI'sconsent, when 
it was originally recorded for them? 


* They're going to come down and tell us wecan't 
put it out. ЕМІ are going to turn up on our doorstep 
and tell us that we can't release a bootleg? 


Are you signing to EMI, despite their dodgy 
connections? 


e We'll see what happens. АП major labels now have 
got dodgy connections. They're all into dubious 
things, as are all major conglomerates. There's not a 
lot that people can do about it , on that scale. We'll 
use it to our own ends, you don't let them use you. 
* They know there's going to be no compromising 
our politics, because we've told them. The demo we 
recorded for them contained one song about ramraid- 
ing and one was about the situation in Ireland, 
concerning human rights and huger strikers. They 
know where we stand. 


Have you got any plans to tour the U.S.? 


* We'd love to. Although we'd probably have to 
change our accents as Americans wouldn't under- 
stand what we were saying. Obviously we'd like to 
establish our home market first -get the message 
over to the people on our doorstep. It's an interna- 
tional message which applies to every country, to 
differing degrees. 


Are there any up and coming bands you can rec- 
ommend yourselves? 


e Slowlove from London. They haven't got anything 
outatthe moment, but they've supported us. They're 
anextremely slow, high energy dance band. They do 
Demis Roussous covers. I think they're going to be 
big, with an extremely cult following. 

e Bands like Ran, AOS 3, Blade. A lot of these bands 
have the same, positive attitude. 


Anything else to add? 
Support Anti-Fascist Action. We'd like people to set 
up А.Ғ.А. groups in their own area if one doesn’t 


already exist. B 


Since the interview took place the Blaggers 


have signed to E.M.I. It will help them get 
their importantmessageacross. Itisironic 
though, that they will be doing so through 
a company who provided arms for the 
South African government, the most rac- 
ist country In the world.

There are currently a few 
good (and bad) bands from 
Sacramento. PIVOT are fuckin' great, 
they carry a nice harmonic sound, with 
tons of energy as the singer/guitarist 
belts out what reminds me very much 
of RITES OF SPRING vocals . These 
guys are a very tight 4-piece that have 
been around for about 8 months and 
don't yet have any type of recording 
out, other than the basic 4-track demo. 
They are all in their early-mid twenties 
and are definitely hot.

QUICK & FLUPKE: “DOUBLE 
TROUBLE" & “TWO OF A KIND" 
by Hergé. 

This March marks the 10th anniver- 
sary of Hergé’s death. These last ten 
years have seen a staggering growth 
in popularity of his greatest creation, 
TINTIN. Trouble is, they’ve run out of 
TINTIN books to translate into Eng- 
lish, so have started on his other 
lesser known characters. First JO, 
ZETTE & JOCKO and now QUICK & 
FLUPKE. These two lovable little 
terrors appeared in over 310 two page 
strips inthe 19305, andin colour in al- 


bums onthe continent for many years 
now. They’re aimed at a younger 
audience, but that doesn’t stop older 
TINTINOPHILES loving them. Their 
exploits are further proof of Hergé's 
genius for humour and flawless clear 
line graphic style that influenced damn 
near every cartoonist in Europe yet 
has remained, to this day, unsur- 
passed. 

Also just published: “POPOL OUT 
WEST" by Hergé. 


“ROACH KILLER”; Tardi & Legrand- 
NBM. 

Jacques Tardi is by far the greatest 
living cartoonist! His most famous 
works include ICI MEME, written by 
BARBARELLA creator, J.C.FOREST, 
his NESTOR BURMA and ADELE 
BLANC SEC series and his illustra- 
tions for a few CÉLINE novels. His 
ability to create atmosphere and a 
sense of place through detail of archi- 
tecture and so on, whilst maintaining 
his spontanaity of style, leave bud- 
ding cartoonists suicidal. Normally his 
“place” is Paris; inthis story, however, 
its seedy New York, the New York of 
TAXI DRIVER. Legrand’s economi- 
cal script compliments Tardi’s draw- 
ings perfectly. If you want to know 
more, get hold of it; that way | wont 
have to try and explain.

Jaime Hernandez- Penguin. 

What can a twat like me say about 
Jaime Hernandez’s stories that prac- 
tically every publication and person- 
ality in the Western world hasn’t?

PRESENTS, this one's recommended. 


TWENTY SEVEN -THE ADICTS 


This came with an interesting press re- 
lease about the meaning behind the LP 
title, but I can’t be arsed to transcribe 
any of it. Original 70's punkers desper- 
ately cashing on the “revival” in typi- 
cal punk style. This lot must have been 
predecessors to Cruz type surfcore, 
however, in places it sounds like across 
between Angry Samoans and The 
Buzzcocks. That sounds like an inter- 
esting concoction but it isn’t. Ignore 
tracks like ‘La-la-la-Shangri-la’ at will. 


THE UNTIDY SUICIDES OF 
YOUR DEGENERATE CHILDREN 


-ALICE DONUT 


With their fifth LP out, Alice Donut are 
getting quite a name for themselves. 
You certainly know what to expect as 
far as the lyrics go and this latest is no 
different -personal thoughts and hor- 
ror stories that could easily true. The 
LP works well and is a definite im- 
provement on ‘Revenge Fantasies Of 
TheImpotent.’ Good packaging with а 
hefty lyric booklet to wade through, 
which includes Tom Antona's short 
stories ‘Magdalene’ and‘ WireMother,’ 
on which two of the songs are based. 
‘The latter is a grim “love” story which 
focuses on a psychotic woman and and 
her physical deformities. This gets this 
issue’s award for the first hardcore 
band to utilise whistling solos, as on 
‘Medication.’ 


E KILL ROCK STARS -BIKINI KILL 


The biggest problem with the Riot 
Grrrl! revolutionis that everyoneseems 
to be more concerned with the 


catchphrases, ideologies, looking cool . 


and acting P.C. than the actual music 
itself. However, this mini-LP is atesta- 
ment to the 90’s as Minor Threat’s 
‘Out Of Step’ was to the 80’s and Ian 
MacKaye produces it , to prove it. It 
consists of 6 thunderingly raw tracks, 
including the precociously arrogant 
‘Suck My Left One’ and the brilliantly 
raucous ‘Double Dare Ya.’ Lines in- 


` clude lyrics like; “Daddy comes into 


the room at night/he’s got more than 
talking on his mind,” which illustrates 
The Kill’s general demeanour to male 
dominance and dalliance. Perhaps not 
the type of grrrls you’d invite round 
for Sunday dinner with the family, but 
a fucking good attitude to boot, 
nonetheless. 


UNITED COLORS OF 


BLAGGERS I*T*A 


This is ultimately a collection of the 
last EP and two singles, along with 
some excellent new tracks. The com- 
bination of rap/punk/dance works 
amazingly well and you can imagine 
the intensity of a live show from the 
power and energy of ‘Here’s Johnny’ 
and ‘Emergency.’ ‘That’s Where It 
Ends’ is dedicated to the memory of 
the latest victim of racist killings, 
Rolan Adams. The overall image of 
the LP packaging is a parody of the 
rise of fascism, combined with the 
references to. Benetton’s recent ad 
campaign. A better LP cover would 
have been the BNP’s Darren Kelly on 
fire, but then I suppose you can’t have 


everything. The music and politics are 


as equally important; there wouldn’t 
be one without the other. Also avail- 


able is the new bootleg single 
‘Ramraiders’ at gigs around the 
country. It’s highly likely Blaggers 
are playing near you, wherever you 
live, so don’t miss out.

BLUE -DOWN BY LAW 


When members of Chemical People 
and Dag Nasty join forces, you have 
a kind of supergroup, just like when 
Phil Collins, Bob Dylan, etc. unite 
on stage for a charity concert. The 
previous debut LP pretty much lived 
up to expectations, what with the 
multitude of monumental tracks. 
However, this one is a little more 
diluted. It has some strong numbers, 
but if it wasn't for Dave Smalley's 
powerful vocals, it would be just 
anotherrun-of-the-mill melodiccore 
effort. I wanted to like it more. 


THE PREDATOR -ICE CUBE 


Cube is following his namesake T. 
by dropping a lot of the gangsta style 
rap of ‘Amerikkka’s Most Wanted’ 
in favour of a more relevant kicking 
to the groin of subjects such as ra- 
cism and politics. this LP is his au- 
topsy of the LA riots, with the em- 
bers of the fires still burning on 
tracks such as ‘When Will They 
Shoot’ and the stompin’ ‘We Had 
To Tear This Motherfucker Up.’ 
There are a hell of a lot of references 
to the Rodney King case, such as 
“Who Got The Camera’ and ‘I’m 
Scared’. Listening to the entire LP 
cranked right up is a bit like taking 
a rollercoaster ride with Jeremy 
Beadle at the controls: fucking dan- 
gerous. The record has already in- 
voked controversy in the U.S. and 


given the CIA another name for 
their files 


WHITE TRASH, TWO HEEBS 


AND А BEAN -NOFX 


A definite name you can trust with 
your money! They're back while “Тһе 
Longest Line' is still thundering in your 
head. “Please Play This Song On The 
Radio' is a nice twist on the nipples for 
allthecorporaterock whores outtherc. 
NOFX have the excellent and refresh- 
ing attitude of not taking themselves 


(or anyone else, for that matter) too - 


seriously. This LP contains timcless 
punk classics such as “Lisa And Lou- 
ise’, an interesting tale of lesbianism 
(now also available as a 7").

Along 
with the recent release of two new 
books is this selection of spokenword 
shows, recorded overthepast few years.

The guitarist seems a bit disjointed during 
theslowinstrumental breaks, butthe drum- 
mer is more than able to back him up.
